Robert died in Dumfries about ten years 
since His youngest brother, James, died 
some seven years since, Like bim be was an 
officer in the East India Company's service, 
from which be retired, afier a folt term of 
service thirty years ago. Of the three sons 
of Robert Buras, all were childless except the 
second, James, who left two daughters. Ot 
these one married an Irish physicias, Dr. 
Hutcbioson Her sister, Annie Burns, never 
murried. She bad several children of whom 
one, Robert Burns Hutchinson, recently com- 
pleted his education at Oprist Cburcb 
Nospital, London. This gentleman and bis 
sisters are the only descendants in the fourth 
generation of the poet. Colooel Burns was 
note very remarkable man. He was a nice 
old gentleman, and when in, the arm @o 
efficient officer. His recollections of his 
father were not many, for he was but five 
years of age when the poet died, in 1795. 
He was named after bis father’s friend, 
William Nicol, a master in the Edioburgh 
High Scbhool—one of the three celebrities 
named in ‘Willie Brewed » Peck o’ Maut,’’

matsoieum, at Dumfries, where bis father, 
bis brothers, and bis world-wide celebrated 
mother Jeannie Armoor, est.
